REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The base claims are claims 1 1 , 13 and 20. They can be summarized as follows: 
Claim 1 1 covers a decorative article comprising: 

-two polarizers with controlled direction of polarization axis, and 

-at least one phase-shifting plate between the polarizers, the plates representing 

a continuous layer of optically anisotropic material with regions differing by phase shift 

values and/or direction of fast optical axis. 

Claim 13 covers a decorative material comprising: 

-two polarizers, with each having a controlled direction of polarization axis, at 
least one of the polarizers contains several elements differing in the directions of their 
polarization axes, and 

-at least one phase-shifting plate between the polarizers, with the plates 
represent a continuous layer of homogenous optical anisotropic material. 

Claim 20 covers a decorative material comprising: 

-a polarizer with a controlled direction of polarization axis; 

-a reflecting layer; and 

-at least one phase-shifting plate between the polarizer and the reflecting layer, 
wherein the phase-shifting plates represent a continuous layer of an optically 
anisotropic material containing regions differing by phase shift value and/or the direction 
of fast optical axis.
